Senator Teller, ol Colorado, address* d 


the Senate on the silver question Tues- 
day, and nmde. one of the. best kpoechea 
yet delivered on the eVminaut topic of 
the day. Without a sufficient amount 
of money with which to do business, 
Mr. Teller aaid, the energies of the peo- 
ple wer* depressed. Money scarcity 
meant dull times and lower wages, or 
no wages at all, The persons who 
inffered the most w«e the laborers. 
Teller presented elaborate tables show- 
ing the coin circulation of tlin world, 
from which it appeared that the silver 
circulation of Great Britain was $2 C9^ 
per head of population; of Germany,' 
91 67 per head; of the United States, 
$1 88 per head, and France, §15 79 per 
head. The total coinage of the world, 
he said, has been estimated ne follows: 
Silver, $2,828,000,000; gold, $3,292,- 
000,000. But gold and silver had been 
found insufficient to carry on the busi- 
ness of the world, and all nations re- 
sorted to a paper currency based on 
these metals. Tbe whole amount of 
paper money issued had been $3,943,- 
000,000, which was more than the whole 
amount either of gold or silver. If, 
then, gold and silver combined hud been 
found insufficient to carry on the world's 
trade what reason was there lor snp. 
posing that gold then would be suffi- 
cient. When yoif destroy th« money 
faculty of silver you increase the pur- 
obufciag power of gold. \"ou thus bene- 
fit the holders of bonds nnd mortgages 
and Government securities, because the 
principal 
and 
interest 
of 
these 


obligations remain to be paid with, but 
one-half the money in existence that 
existed when the debts were contracted. 
The holders of thfse obligations con- 
stituted a Eie.*4 and powerful class—the 
creditor class—and wanted silver de- 
monetized because of the consequent 
enormous increase in the purchasing 
power of gold. Tb»y had raised the 
game cry in 1878 against the passage of 
the Silver Coinage Act. We had been 
told that the United States would be- 
come the depository of a',1 the silver in 
the world; that we wonld lose all our 
gold, would lose our national credit and 
would be unable to sell our bonds. 
What was onr financial condition at that 
time and what is it now? In 1877 our 
national notes were worth ninety-four 
cents. Everybody knew what they were 
worth to-day. The amount of gold then 
in the United States was $193,000,000. 
The amount to-day wai $623,000,000. 
We had been adding to our stock of 
gold at the rate ol $00,000,000 u year. 
Ther« was but one nation that had to- 
day more gold than the United States. 
That nation was France, which had 
$848,000,000. The coinage of silver had 
not hurt our national banks. 


ilr. Teller analyzed the national bank 


returns in support of his contention and 
•bowed tbat the deposits of 1877 were 
$630,000,000. The deposits to-daj ar* 
$1,120,000,000, nearly double those of 
1877, while th* savings banks deposits 
•re now $300,000.000 more than the 
deposits of four years ago. How had it 
fared with England in those reipects? 
Tbe Bank of England wus fast losing its 
coin and bullion. In th* lu*t six months 
it had lost $38,000,000 of it and in the 
tame time bad |lost $18,000,000 of its 
deposits. Was it not extraordinary if 
our financial policy was so unwise and 
tbat of England so wise that we ,had ac- 
cumulated so large an amount of gold 
while EnglanJ was losing her gold? 
The whole condition .of our country, 
Mr. Teller continued, was an eloquent 
denial of tbe truth ol the prediction* 
and complaints of the enemies of silver. 
Th* stoppage of silver coinage wonld be 
equivalent to the addition of $300,000,- 
000 to tbe national debt. It would add 
from twenty to thirty p*r cent, to *very 
dollar of debt in the land, an amount 
almost too great lor computation. The 
creditor class demanded the suspension 
01 silver coinage, which was practiaally 
the stoppage of it, and also tbat we pa 
in gold $346,000,000 of national bank 
notes and withdraw them from circula- 
tion. Th* next mov* would b* take 
Irom the silver dollar already coined 


ir legal tender valtis, thus affecting a HOJHJ1IEST3 TO 


(notion amounting altogether to(562,- 


Oi.O.OiiO in the circulatingmedinm—over 
diip-tbirdot our whole circulation. Then 
w.tli $400,000,000 ol the balance looked 
up in th*Treasury, as now, the business 


• f the country would be left to b* don* 
with aboit one-third of oar pnsent 
stock of money. Th* Secretary of th* 
Treasury had told ns that tbe laboring 
men wonld be tlie first to suffer from 
silver coinage. Let that gentleman" 
said Toiler, speak for th* great moneyed 
corporations and for the bondholders 
and capitalists, but not lor th* laboring 
mtn. The laburing men wer* well awar* 
that that great Department ol our Gov- 
ernment had passed into tbe control of 
bonks and banker" and moneyed pow- 
ers. They knew tbui statutes passed to 
curtail tbe powers of moneyed corpora- 
tions and capitalists were violated every 
day in the Treasury Department. The 
present disturbed stats of the public 
mind concerning silver Teller ascribed 
to tli* attacks made on it by the Gov- 
ernment officials. 
Every scheme that 


could disgrace silver had sanction of that 
Department, if it did not directly origi- 
nate in the Department. Th* Treasurer 
of the United Slates bad even gone into 
a convention of tifty-fonr banks, a con- 
vention of which th* object was tha 
depreciation of silver, and his presence 
among the banker*' was carefully tele- 
graphed to all the corners of the earth. 
That was a scheme to frighten people 
into tbe idea that silver coinage would 
bring ruin to our industries, and the 
Treasurer's presence in tbat convention 
was the most indefensible attack that 
bad ever been made on the credit of the 
Government by its own officials, sworn 
to respect and execute tb* laws of the 
c*«n'ry. 


Another attack on silver was found in 


the 
sjstciu 
ol 
bookkeeping 
newly 


adopted by the Treasury Department, 
in treating as a liability, aud not as an 
asset, $10,000,000 of the revenue held 
in ord*r to redeem greenbacks. 
Ac- 


cording to this idea, the more money 
the Government had in its vaults with 
which to redeem its paper money, or to 
pay- its debts, the greater its liabilities. 
This chani>* of bookkeeping came of 
long experience in Wall s'reet, It was 
for the purpose of deceiving people as 
to tbe amount of available funds in tb* 
Treasury, »a it would 
always show 


$100,000,000 lean than there was in tbe 
Treasury. 
No doubt the 
Treasury 


officials believed that tb* contiuned ac- 
cumulation and retention of money in 
the Treasury was beneficial to the coun- 
try, that the suspension of silver coin- 
age would also be beneficial to the 
Trea*urv, but the trouble with the 
Treasury officials was that they had 
consulted the nulional banks and money 
loaners and not the real business men 
of the country. H»d our own Govern- 
ment officers executed the l»wa of the 
land as they found them there would 
h.ve been no trouble with the silver 
question. Teller luuimended to these 
officers the example of the Government 
official*! of France, who hail given the 
laws of their Bepublto a loyal and 
hearty support. 
Teller did not demand 


a forced 
circulation of silver. 
He 


merely demanded for it an equal chance 
with gold. 
When that was done he 


would abide the decision ol the coo- 
marcial world. Lot the gold advocates 
jive to silver free coinage as they give 
t to gold, and let the judgment of man- 
kind be taken on its value, as money. 
[>o not allow Government officials to 
discredit it. Do not allow Government 
agents, the national banks, to refuse 
to receive it on deposit. 
Let 
all 


men understand that payment in it was 
a just and fair payment of a debt within 
tbe letter ani spirit of ike law, aur! wbeii 
that was don* silver would resume ita 
place as the favorite money metal of 
commerce. 


If it wer* said that the special interests 


<i! Colorado warped Mr. Teller's judg- 
ment he wonld reply that all Colorado 
produced was on--quarter 
of ull thf 


annual silver yield of the world, yet tbe 
question of silver coinage was one of 
but little more importance to Colorado 
than to the other States. Tbe real 
question was whether the world's com- 


I inerce should be conducted with all tbe 


world's stock ol coin or with only one- 
hall ol it. 
I bat question affected nine 


men out ol ten in the Uuitnd States. 
Hit spoke, therefor*, for all who toiled 
in the'rmll and field, tbat great host, as 
mighty in number as modest, and whose 
aspirations constituted the might and 
power of th* nation, who, though fore- 
bearing and enduring, yet whei aroused 
in defence of their rights know how to 
compel their agents to respect their 
will. 


Senator Blnir, of X.nv IlunrsliiiJ', 


has intro'lrjced bill" relating to ilie con- 
strnction of n>onunujnts if LiiK-'>Ui and 
Grant. 
These bill encli provide, in 


short, for au annual appropriation of 
$100,000 for Ih- n.'it ten years for tun 
erection of monuments similar in gen- 
eral style to that erected to George 
Washington in the City of Washington, 
that they shall be built tindor ths direc- 
tion of the President, and without re- 
sort to the contract system, ao called, 
any further than shall bj unavoidable) 
iu obtaining materials and decorations 
which cannot be construct*! by labor 
and skill at tbt> place of erection; and 
none but Amerionn citizens, native or 
naturalized, shall bo employee! in tbe 
performance of labor on said monument, 
acJ, BO fur as shall be consistent with 
the progress and fitness of tha work, a 
rigid preference, shall be given to the 
employmant of soKii'.TS who have been 
honorably discharged from tb» military 
and naval service of tbe United States. 
In urging tho pasauga of thesa tails the 
Senator said: 


It is conceded that the great names in 


our history so fur are WaBhiugton, Lin- 
coln, and Grant. They are a brother- 
hood, a trinity, conceived of in the 
popular mind not alone as equals, but as 
actual associates, consulting atill and 
forever, to presida over tba destiny of 
the nation and the Government which, 
by their wise aud patriotic deeds while 
living, they still preserved. 


Washington's mouainant has been 


erected—a sublime aud uuequaled shaft 
which more and more impresses one HS 
tbe most appropriate design that could 
hav» bten selected. To adopt any other 
design save iu the surroundings aud 
minor things in the way o( status about 
the base and other mere adornments fi>r 
his brethren and associates, Lincoln and 
Grant, wonld mar the unity ot that trib- 
ute which tho three monuments a» A 
whole would constitute to the patriotic 
virtues and high deeds to which those 
men consecrated their lives. 


The experience of our people in tlie 


effort to erect the monument to Wnati- 
ington (which cost substantially a mill- 
ion) demonstrates tbit no like and 
suitable memorial will be built in this city 
if'ndeed in any other, to Lincoln and 
Grant by private effort ulone. 


Yes, the nation ought to build them, 


and the nation will build them, or they 
will not be built at all. It is already 
plain that Lincoln, dead now twenty-one 
years, will receive no adequate tribute 
from tbe nation if private effort is relied 
upon; while the struggle to obtain a few 
dollars by private subscription shows 
the hopelessness of tbe task in tbe case of 
Grant, even now when the hearts of the 
people is full of a r«c»nt grisf. 
Tho 


simple truth is that the numerous calls 
for leas imposing memorials tbuu would 
be appropriate in the capital of th« ca- 
tion very heavily taxes the utmost ca- 
pacity of local communituis, and it is a 
shabby thing on tbe part of tho notion 
to wait for private enterprise to move or 
leave these monuments hera longer un- 
built. 


As to the location, Washington Mon- 


ument is due went from the center of 
tho Capitol, the center of Lincoln Square 
is due east Irom tbe center of tbe Capi- 
tol aboui the same distance. Go now 
to the north frout of thn Senate wing 
and look up North Capitn! street to tbe 
horizon about tbe same distance. There 
is upp-irently the highest point of the 
hills that environ the city, a city like 
Ziou of old, which by hills surrounded 
»tanda beautiful for situation -the joy of 
tha whole earth. Here, then, erect, the 
monument to Grant among tbe soldiers 
whoai be led and under tbe north star. 


Conceive, uow, these nneqnaled pil- 


lar« cllcubmg with equal stnp nearer to 
Heaven tbau auy oth«rs on the lace of 
tbe earth; conceive ol them as com- 
pleted, and you will find it impossible 
long to believe them to b» lifeless rook- 
but instinct, rather, with the hie blood 
of tbe nation and with the persona! 
presence of tbe heroes and statesmen 
they commemorate. There they wonld 
sUuil forever dominating ibo great car- 
dinal points of our history and destiny. 
Tha power of these, great monuments as 
educators over those who behold them 
or even tbink of them will be very great. 
But 
whatever style or locution 
be 


adopUd, let appropriate monuments be 
erected. Tbe fonrtB section of the bill 
is iu strict keeping with the sentiments 
which inspire the main idi-a. American 
citizens, native or nutumliz^l (those 
who have declared their intention to be 
naturalized are held to be entitled to 
protection as citizens,) should build 
these monuments. 
The expenditure 


should be for tbe benefit of those who 
need employment, and more and. more 
tbe money paid out on public works 
must be given to those who are unable 
to command work in any other way, 
and thus something b» done to insure 
wages and support to oar surplus labor- 
ing popolation; while the long sanctioned 
principle that preference shall be given 
to the soldier and sailor who has been 
honorably discharged from the service 
is ti> be rigidly complied with ao far as 
it can be consistently with the progress 
and fitness ol the work. On* hundred 
thousand dollars appropriated annually 


to each monument lor ten y«ar» wonld 
be hut a Blight expenditure, while it 
cortsinly would insure uniformity in 


lonnt of employment, thoroughness of 
in, v/i Bujfjiwjuiou*, vuviv«n*i«w«.< ~.
